Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 96/05159 
(US 6,159,393). 

The reference mixtures (Ml, M3-M5, M7-M9, M14-M16, M22, M39-M41, M50- 
M52), particularly, Ml 5, which comprises the present formulae I-V. The concentration 
range for the formulae I-V and liquid crystal properties (threshold voltage and optical 
anisotropy) are within the claimed invention. The viscosity of liquid crystal mixture at 20 
^C is preferably <60 mpa.s. The nematic phase range is preferably at least 90 ^C, in 
particular at least 100 ^C. The reference anticipates the claimed invention. 

3. Claims 1-8, 1 1-13, and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 



The reference mixtures (Examples 10-12) comprise the present formulae I-V. The 
concentration range for the formulae I-V and liquid crystal properties (threshold voltage, 
optical anisotropy, clearing point, rotational viscosity) are within the claimed invention. 
The reference anticipates the claimed invention.
